The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claimed invention is novel over the prior art of record because said art fails to 
appreciate the method of evaluating the quality of abrasive grains which is based on the silica 
adsorption rate and includes all of the method steps according to claim 1 . With respect to the 
method of polishing a glass, these claims include all of the limitations of claim 1, defined above, 
and therefore the prior art fails to appreciate this method for the same reasons. With respect to 
the abrasive, the prior art of record fails to appreciate a cerium oxide based abrasive having a 
silica adsorption rate as defined by the claims. The specification on page 21+, as well as the 
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examples, demonstrates criticality for this rate, as defined by applicants remarks which are 
incorporated herein by reference.
